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McCloy Flies 
To Moscow, 
Urges Peace

MOSCOW (UPI)—President John F. Kennedy’s 
special disarmament adviser John J. McCloy arrived 
Sunday for the second stage in Soviet-American dis- 
armament talks with a plea for peaceful settlement of 


international disputes. 


“Every effort must be made to 
settle international disputes by 
means other than force or we all 
face a suicidal nuclear holo 
caust,”” McCloy said at Moscow 
airport. 


McCloy, who flew in from 
Frankfurt, was to meet Monday 
afternoon with Soviet negotiator 
Valerian Zorin in Spiridonovka 
Palace, guest house of the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry that was the 
scene of historic wartime inter- 
allied conferences. 


NOTHING SPECIFIC 


The U.S. negotiator said he 
brought no specific disarmament 
proposals for the followup to two 
weeks of Soviet-American talks 
last month in Washington. 


But McCloy said detailed dis- 
cussions would be unavoidable. 


He mentioned possible review of 
the priority of disarmament con- 
trols and the question of the pri- 
ority of disarmament controls and 
the question of the Soviet-proposed 
troika administration by Eastern, 
Western and neutral committee. 


A CONTINUATION 


The Moscow talks, he said, are 
primarily a continuation of U.N. 
discussions between U.S. Ambas- 
sador Adlai Stevenson and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko. 

Hopefully, they would determine 
the location and framework of 
general, multi - nation disarma- 
ment talks, McCloy said. 


He said he had no plans to 
meet Soviet Premier Nikita Khru- 
shchev unless invited. Khrushchev 
is now on vacation at a Black Sea 
resort. 


Observers here predicted a 
chilly atmosphere and an unsuc- 
cessful ending for the talks. 


CALLED FRUITLESS 


The Soviet press called the two 
weeks of Washington talks “‘fruit- 
less”” because of the American in- 
sistence on confining them to pro- 
cedural matters. 


Observers were pessimistic and 
said the disarmament problem 
probably will be thrown back into 
the laps of the United Nations 
when the General Assembly 
meets again in September. 


In Washington, Zorin demanded 
he and McCloy discuss substan- 
tive problems based on Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev’s plans pre 
sented personally to the United 
Nations in September, 1959. 


NOW DEADLOCKED 


Since then the Soviet Union has 
refused to consider preliminary 
controls, arguing, “let the West 
accept our disarmament plan and 
we will accept any Western con- 
trol system. But no controls with- 
out disarmament.” 


A complete deadlock has grown 
out of this lack of meeting of 
minds. 


Since Khrushchev’s U.N. ap- 
pearance, the prospects for a seri- 
ous consideration of disarmament 
have been dimmed by a worsen- 
ing in the international climate, 
due partly to the revived Berlin 
crisis and the renewed arms race 
between the two great powers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. J. 
William Fulbright said in test- 
imony published Sunday that top 
administration officials must make 
a case for foreign aid if Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy expects 
Congress to approve his $4.8 bil- 
lion program. 


The Arkansas Democrat, chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, demanded es- 
pecially good reasons for channel- 
ing military aid to Asia. He said 
the United States has been follow- 
ing the wrong policy in that area. 


MEMO PROMISED 


Fulbright made the statements 
to Foreign Aid Administrator Hen- 
ry R. Labouisse at a closed-door 
hearing June 13. Labouisse, ex- 
pected to head the new all-in-one 
aid agency Kennedy proposed, 
promised to send Fulbright a 
memo designed to justify the 
President’s aid request. 


The Senate Foreign Relations

Fulbright made his statement 
Sunday as the Kennedy adminis- 
tration was preparing to make 
the self-determination principle a 
major weapon in a Western coun- 
ter-offensive against Khrushchev’s 
demand for a new status for West 
Berlin. 


Although the Soviet leader has | 
declared that his objective is to 


make West Berlin a ‘‘free, de- 
militarized city,” he has repeat- 
edly stated that West Berlin, as 
well as East Berlin, is part of 
Communist East Germany. Actu- 
ally, under wartime agreements, 
no part of Berlin—either West or 
East—was to be regarded as part 
of the Soviet occupation zone that 
is now East Germany. 


FORCED PULL-OUT 


Therefore, the Soviet proposal 
for making West Berlin a free 
city is regarded. by the Western 
powers as a prelude to forcing 
their token military forces to 
leave and incorporating West Ber- 
lin into East Germany.

HERO’S STATUTE 


On downtown Prado Avenue, a 
team of workers labored feverish- 
ly erecting a 24-foot-high statute of 
Camilo Cienfuegos, late hero of 
the revolution. Nearby another 
group was busy setting up a big 
sphere with a Soviet Sputnik or- 
biting around it. 

Two big portraits—one depicting 
Castro, the other Gagarin—will 
hang side by side on the front of 
the Capitol building when festivi- 
ties get under way. 


Gagarin, who has just returned 
to Moscow after a _ tumultuous 
five-day visit to Britain, will get 
a red carpet welcome when he 
touches down at Havana’s Rancho 
Boyeros Airport. A star-studded 
reception committee will be on 
hand, including Castro, President 
Osvaldo Dorticos, Cuba’s top min- 
isters and members of the diplo- 
matic corps.

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Road Maintenance 
Will Haunt State 


Until Georgia’s system of building and 
maintaining roads is overhauled to take 
into account future needs, there will never 
be enough money to protect an invest- 
ment of well over a billion dollars in tax- 
payers’ funds. 

Until funds for maintenance are set 
up on a definite formula commensurate 
with annual needs, road repairs will be 
neglected and deterioration will proceed. 


Highway department Secretary-Treas- 
urer Benton Odum told the House-Senate 
Budget Study Committee last week that 
the department has less money free for 
planning now than at any time he could 
remember since 1950. No funds are set up 
for long-range planning, including that 
of maintenance. This comes at a time 
when the state is embarked on the great- 
est road-building program in history. 

More funds, of course, must be com- 
mitted now to match federal aid funds on 
the interstate system. More funds are re- 
quired, too, to pay the freight for various 
road-building authorities. These include 
the Rural Roads Authority, whose debt is 
becoming self-perpetuating, and the new 
program financed by a bond issue to put 
neglected roads into first-class condition. 

Without some planning for mainte- 
nance, all these construction programs are 
destined to the same fate. The future will 
take care of itself, we may reason, but 
if there are many more bond issues there 
will be little money left after paying prin- 
cipal and interest for building or mainte- 
nance. 

No massive crash programs by the 
debt route can substitute for a sensible 
system which considers needs and main- 
tenance.

Georgia’s public school program would be ade- 
quately financed and quality improved. The 
teacher shortage would be ended and thou- 
sands of children now denied access to such 
things as science laboratories would get a bet- 
ter break. 

State Board Chairman James S. Peters re- 
peatedly has said that consolidations across 
county lines must come. He has told parents 
bluntly and courageously they must decide 
whether their schools will be community recre- 
ational centers or educational institutions. 

The waste in school transportation is no se- 
cret. It has been discussed for years by the 
state board, by educational leaders and legisla- 
tors. Children who live within sight of a school 
in another county must be transported in many 
instances for many miles to a school within their 
own county. This extravagance is diluting the 
total educational effort. 

Surely all parents want their children to 
have the benefit of the best educational oppor- 
tunities that combined efforts can provide. Yet 
far too many have not yet accepted the fact 
that in the competitive technical society that is 
already upon us their children are not being pre- 
pared for employment and for the continued ad- 
justments which must be made. 

Federal aid will not solve these problems. 


Neither should it be used as an excuse to post- 


pone their solutions. If it is, far too many Geor- 
gia children will continue to -be shortchanged.

Hurting Kennedy 


WASHINGTON—Two political developments 
of wholly different geography and circumstances : 
have some common and chilling meaning for the : 
national Democratic Party and the Kennedy administration. The cur- 
rent frantic throat-cutting among Democrats in New York City and 
the recent heavy defeat of those challenging Sen. Harry F. Byrd for 
control of Virginia throw shadows of information and of warning. 

The bell tolls all these lessons, 


though not every one applies to 
both situations: 

1. There is yet no substitute for 
organization in politics, no matter 
how much eager reformists talk to 
the contrary. 

2. Though sometimes you “‘can 
beat City Hall,’’ the chances al- 
ways are that you certainly can’t 
—and that even if you do, you will 
win a battle but lose a war. (First 
part applies to both; latter only 
to New York.) 

3. The old pros’ leaders are far 
from dead; they don’t, in fact, 
even look sick. (Applies to both 
New York and Virginia. ) 

4. The overly advertised ultra- 
liberal Democratic wing, particu- 
larly in the urban East, must soon 
be cut down to size by the Ken- 
nedy Party leadership. Otherwise, 
the ultras will go on making so 
many mistakes as to throw the 
game to the Republicans in the 
1962 congressional elections. 

New York is the real scene of 
trouble for the Democratic nation- 
al organization. It provides an al- 
most textbook example of the ca- 
pacity of the ultraliberal Demo- 
crats to fight earnestly against 
the best chances of their own 


party against the Republicans. 

Ever since 1958 they—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, former 
Sen. Herbert Lehman and others 
—have been crying shrilly about 
‘“‘bossism.”’ Mainly, they have 
been crying against the one or- 
ganization leader, Carmine de 
Sapio of Tammany Hall, who has 
very little actual power anyhow. 

Many unproved suggestions of 
‘““corruption”’ have been shouted;

Whatever his 
transgressions, the. obvious fact 
is that if corruption really has 
been rampant in New York, the 
sitting mayor, Robert Wagner, 
would by any ordinary logic be 
held responsible. 

But Wagner was prudent enough 
some time ago to surrender to the 
ultraliberals. He thus abandoned 
the real ‘“‘bosses,’’ who had made 
him in the first place.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—For the three days that 
President Ayub Khan of Pakistan was here, it 


! was as though there were a tiger in the village. 
No one knew where he would strike next. Now he is gone, the na- 
tives in the State department compound and along Embassy Row 
are breathing easier. But reporters and congressmen who found 
him the least pussy-footing visitor in a decade watched him leave 
with real regret. 


His presence here was both 
stimulating and nerve-wracking. 
With his untrammelled expres- 
sion the bluff leader wrought 
havoc among three big local in- 
dustries—ghost-writing, public re- 
lations and diplomatic chit-chat. 

His candor was such as to make 
Premier Khrushchev, with his sly 
barnyard fables, seem something 
of a timid soul. 

President Ayub transformed the 
usually empty ritual of the ad- 
dress to a joint session of Con- 
gress into a bracing affair. For 
some reason when, in the tones of 
a field marshal to a subaltern, 
he warned the legislators they 
must not get tired of handing out 
foreign aid, they stood up and 
cheered. 

Ayub’s appearance and accent 
are at variance with his unin- 
hibited utterances. With his 
clipped tones and clipped mus- 
taches, he recalls British India at 
the height of the ‘“‘Empa.”’ 

But although he was born in In- 
dia and educated in England’s 
Military Academy, he has when 
he speaks neither British reserve 
nor Indian obscurity. 

At the Press Club, Ayub was in 
top form, dropping bricks with 


every other sentence. 


He spoke for only a few mo- 
ments, saying truthfully that his 
views are ‘generally well 
known,” announcing he would lay 
himself ‘“‘open to your fire’ of 
questions. A lively hour ensued. 
He trod on dangerous ground with 
his first answer to what he 
would do with the funds he has 
been clamoring for. ‘Population 
control’’ was the first priority, he 
said, and U.S aid was needed. 


On the subject of Kashmir, he 
said that the Pakistani are ‘“‘not 
bloody-minded or stupid.’’ He all 
but said that his Indian rival 
Nehru was. “‘He is doing himself 
no good,’”’ said Ayub, “by going 
on like this; every friend of his 
knows it. I think his friends 
should tell him so.” 

The realist was asked for his 
views on China and Soviet Russia. 

“Does anyone seriously think,” 
he asked, ‘‘that there is a serious 
split between them? That's 
wishful thinking, I’m afraid.” 


When the Peace Corps came 
up for discussion, the president 
laid it on the line to President 
Kennedy's brother-in-law, Di- 
rector R. Sargent Shriver, saying 
briskly we need trained manpow- 
er, don’t send us ‘‘youngsters.”’

economic advancement of the re- 
ceiving country and that projects 
must be of a high-priority nature. 

The advantage of this type of fi- 
nancing lies in its long-term pro- 
visions, enabling recipient nations 
to plan more wisely, removing 
pressure from the loan agency to 
get its money spent by the end of 
the fiscal year, and stimulating 
other industrialized nations to 
give increasing assistance. Use of 
long-term funds also makes it 
possible to concentrate on coun- 
tries which are most promising 
for development. 

Also, Congress will have under 
the proposed legislation as many 
controls over such borrowing as 
in the case of actual appropria- 
tions. The limits of authorization, 
which must be set by Congress, 
restrict the pace in the first place 
and Congress would then receive 
quarterly reports on what has 
been done and what is contem- 
plated.

“decent, feasible and workable.”’ 

He feels like Pontius Pilate who 
washed his hands before the mul- 
titude saying: ‘“‘I am innocent of 
the blood of this just person.” 

Like Dr. Globke, whom I in- 
terviewed the other day, Eich- 
mann said: “I drew a certain 
solace from the fact that I did 
what I could despite my low 
rank.”’ 

Eichmann’ is on dangerous 
ground when he pleads that he 
was only a small unit on the 
base of the triangle that led to 
Hitler, Himmler, Hess and Goer- 
ing at the apex.

They really believed in the 
moral superiority of ‘‘The New 
Order’’ which Himmler on Oc- 
tober 4, 1943, expressed thus: 
“Whether nations live in pros- 
perity or starve to death like 
cattle interests me only in so 
far as we need them as slaves 
to our Kultur; otherwise it is of 
no interest to me.” 

This concept of slavery includ- 
ed Britain.

SAN FRANCISCO—The room had been quiet 
until Beans Reardon walked in. Then the decibal con- 
tent shot up alarmingly. Long years of umpiring in 
the National League has so_ affected the Reardon 
voice that Beansie never talks in anything less than a 
shout. Since he usually is laughing boisterously at the 
same time, this adds an extra element of pandemonium 
to a simple conversation.

Few Harsh Words 
Give Dieter Start 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


When you have a prodiguous 
amount of excess fat to take off, 
reducing is not easy. The hard- 
est part is to start. Today's 
story is about a woman who 
weighed in on the doctor’s scales 
at 350 pounds. 


The doctor explained the dan- 
gers of continuing to carry the 
burden of fat and the futility of 
faddy dieting. He emphasized 
the hazards of regaining the 
pounds once the weight had been 
lost. To save her life, she had 
to change her way of life. 


Then the doctor announced 
bluntly, “I will help you reduce 
only so long as you cooperate 
100 per cent. I do not want to 
waste my time or your money. 
The day you show evidence of 
not adhering to the regime, 
we're through.” 


There was no alternative, 
this was it. That day a new 
resolve was born in her heart. 
The doctor put this overweight 
on a 1,000 calorie basic diet 
made up of the protective foods 
—lean meat, fish, and fowl with 
all the fat trimmed off; an egg 
or cottage cheese; a choice of 
low calorie vegetables and 
fruits; two thin slices of whole 
grain bread,. plus a half potato, 
baked or boiled. Butter was re- 
stricted to two level teaspoons, 
including that used in cooking. 


At the start our overweight 
felt she would never be able to 


stay with the diet. “I could 
have eaten five times that 
amount,”” she added. It took 


her several weeks to learn that 
she could get up from the table 
feeling hungry and yet not con- 
tinue to be hungry all afternoon 
or all evening. Thirty minutes 
after she had finished eating, 
hunger was appeased. In an 
hour’s time this dieter was able 
to forget about food until shortly 
before the next meal hour. 


The doctor did not recommend 
any appetite depressant drug, 
for in his opinion such drugs 
have little lasting value and 
therefore make reducing more 
difficult. “You have to fight 
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it through eventually,” the doc- 
tor explained. 


Fight it through she did! Fol- 
lowing a fast initial weight loss, 
her rate of losing has been two 
pounds a week. This dieter has 
come a third of the way toward 
normal weight and is now hold- 
ing her weight at this level in 
order to give her system a 
chance to adjust to the new 
weight before reducing further. 

She has completely changed 
her food habits and knows she 
will continue to eat correctly 
from now on.

NEW YORK-—-Despite the brisk 
pace of industrial recovery, the 
Labor department forsees little 
drop in unemployment im_ the 
next six months. 


A confidential survey made last 
week for ‘Secretary Arthur J. 
Goldberg indicated that at least 6 
per cent of the work force would 
be jobless at the beginning of 
next year. This compares with a 
present rate of 6.8 per cent, vir- 
tually unchanged from the low 
point of the recession. 


BASED ON PEAK 


The 6 per cent forecast was 
based on an expectation that the 
gross national product—the yard- 
stick used to measure the annual 
output of goods and services— 
would reach a peak of $530 billion 
to $535 billion in the final quarter 
of this year. Such a total would 
represent a rise of 6 to 7 per cent 
over the figure at the time the 
Kennedy administration took of- 
fice last January. 


The President’s preoccupation

THERE WAS only one hope 
for the men on Kheros: evac- 
uation. The only route to the 
island was through a passage- 
way between the small island of 
Navarone and the adjoining 
island of Maidos. Strategically 
hidden on Navarone in an im- 
pregnable cavern were the most 
powerful guns in the world— 
210 mm. ‘‘crunch guns.’ They 
had sunk every British warship 
which had ventured into the 
passageway.

Bjoerling two 
years ago out at Emory.

For the hundreds he thrilled 
that night, there were thou- 
sands of Georgia music lovers 
whom he disappointed in recent 
years. He disappointed them 
because he failed to appear 
here as scheduled. Toward the 
end his indispositions became 
more frequent and his numer- 
ous Atlanta admirers picked up 
newspapers with concern, fear- 
ing to read such headlines as 
these, which were all too true: 
“Baum Replaces Bjoerling in 
Trovatore Role,”’ “‘Bjoerling Il, 
Conley To Sing Faust,’’ ‘“‘Bjoer- 
ling Ill, Hines to Sub at Con- 
cert.” Nobody had anything 
against the substitutes, it was 
just that everybody was let 
down after looking forward to 
hearing Bjoerling. 

In memory of this great art- 
ist Capitol Records has just re- 
leased three long-play discs of 
arias and songs. These record- 
ings should make everyone 
happy. 

Volume 1 of The Beloved 
Bjoerling is all operatic, with 
Nils Grevillius conducting a 
Stockholm orchestra (1936-1948).
